State drought has only limited impact on Lompoc

The Lompoc Valley appears to have escaped serious effects so far from one of the. 
most severe .droughts to parch California in history. 
While the dry spell has had severe effects in certain areas of the state — leaving 
lakes with large sandy beaches below normal water lines and causing rationing in ex­ 
treme cases — it has had only a limited impact on the Lompoc area. 
Some communities in Marin County were forced to initiate water rationing as early 
as February, according to Charles McCullough, chief of the Flood Control Office, 
Department of Water Resources in Sacramento. He also said Quincy and the 
Paradise and Regalia irrigation districts in Amador County had resorted to ration­ 
ing. 
McCullough said agricultural water supplies were critical, in Yolo County, 
specifically Orland, the Sacramento Valley and the Stanislaus River area. 
The drought hasn’t peaked yet either, according to McCullough. 
“We are getting increasing concern and reports from people who are virtually look­ 
ing at the bottom of the water barrel. Unfortunately, we won’t get relief until the fall. 
We’re not like the East where they could get a rain two weeks from now — we won’t 
get any good rains until the fall.’’ 
The drought is due to an exceptionally dry winter in the state. For the months of 
November, December and January, the Air Weather Service at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base recorded a total of .92 inch of precipitation. The month of January, for 
the first time since the service started keeping records in 1952, experienced zero 
rainfall against an average of 2.52 inches. 


water levels aren’t replenished.” 
Some local cattle ranchers were hurt by the drought, but how many and how bad is 
obscure. 
Owner Charlie Hollister of the Buellton Auction Yard couldn’t estimate in 
numbers, but said ranchers have been selling relatively more of their ca ttle at 
younger ages than uSual. Most farmers apparently have adequate water, but the dry 
winter curtailed range growth which limited feed, forcing ranchers to unload their 
cattle at a smaller weight for a smaller price. 
Local cattleman gave conflicting stories. 
“Some of the wells are beginning to pump air,” said one rancher. “The situation in 
northern California is bad and we had very little more than they did. If we have a hot 
summer, it could get very serious.” 
“It hasn’t been a bad year at all for the cattleman,’’ contrasted beef rancher BUI 


Cooper. “By comparison with some of the other counties in the state, we have bean 
pretty lucky. We did have a dry winter, but it hasn’t been a bad year for feed either. 
Oscar Cook of the Lompoc Warehouse, which handles most of the beans gro*min 
the Valley, couldn’t be reached for comment on the drought’s affect on the beancrop. 
There is barely a trace of a drought at the water plants supplying Lompoc, 
Vandenberg Village and Mission Hills.

Dale Batchelor, water plant supervisor at the Lompoc water treatment plant, said 
the water levels in the city’s five wells “were about normal for this time of year 
City Water Superintendent A1 Thompson said, however, that the city s weUswer 
down about six feet measured “roughly as an average composite for the montn oi 
June as compared to a year ago.” 
The two water companies supplying Mission Hills and Vandenberg Vill ge 
reported normal water levels in their weUs for this time of year. 


McCullough said most of the state isn’t in serious trouble because the dry year was 
preceded by two good water years and most of the state’s reservoirs and lakes were 
full. 
In Lompoc, the overall weather year from July 1,1975 to June 30, 1976, was down 
about 25 per cent at 10.28 inches contrasted with a yearly average of 13.31 inches of 
rainfall. It was preceded by 17.25 inches of rain in 1974-’75. 
At the nearest U.S. weather station at the Santa Maria Airport* the situation was 
worse. A U.S. Weather Service spokesman said the total there was 7.68 inches against 
an average of 12.25 inches a year. 
• 
The weather station recorded only 1.3 inches of rain through January, down from 
an annual average of 6.33 inches at that date. 
If it hadn’t been for a paradoxically wet February, the situation could have been a 
lot worse. The Vandenberg air weather station tallied 5.41 inches during the month — 
more than double the 2.57-inch average for February. 
The Lompoc agriculture industry seems to be the only area coalition concerned 
with the extended dry spell. 
Bill Scott of Denholm Seeds in Lompoc said the flower seed industry wasn t 
seriously hurt by water shortages. He said some additional irrigation costs were in­ 
curred because there were no winter rains to bring up the non-irrigated flowers, like 
sweet peas. 
“Fortunately for us,” Scott explained, “the irrigation-requiring seed crops are 
pretty much done now and we’re about ready to start harvesting. We re not ex­ 
periencing a water problem yet, but we may if we have another dry year and the

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NEW YORK (UPI) — Jimmy Carter 
worked today on the speech accepting 
the nomination he is expected to receive 
without a hitch Wednesday from the hap­ 
piest and most unified national conven­ 
tion in a dozen years. 
The Georgian also met with the largely 
uncommitted New Jersey delegation to 
bring to an even higher pitch the har­ 
mony that prevailed as the convention 
opened Monday night, and said he had

November. 
Carter, talking with reporters during 
his brief appearance in public, declined 
to indicate who remained in contention 
among the six senators he has inter­ 
viewed for vice presidential potential. 


But one of them. Sen. Frank Church of 
Idaho, said he believed the list had been 
shortened to five or fewer.: And Carter s 
wife, Rosalynn, told reporters she ex­ 
pected him to make a final decision 
before day’s end — although she had no 
idea who the favorite was 
During his session with the New 
Jersey delegates. Carter said he favored 
the general goal of a Mil pending in 
Congress to reduce unemployment to 3 


per cent, and if elected would sign such 
legislation into law provided pending 
amendments are approved. 
Suspense over Carter’s choice of a 
ticketmate continued building, and the 
only potential rough spot in the conven­ 
tion was a movement by some black 
leaders to put one of their number in 
nomination for the No. 2 post. 
Carters differences with women over 
their demands for 50-50 representation at 
the 1980 convention were gradually being 
smoothed out. And there were no poten­ 
tial scraps over the party platform, rules 
or credentials — a traditional three- 
tiered 
battleground among the 
Democrats. 
Adding to the burgeoning amity at this 
conclave. Sen. Henry Jackson of 
Washington asked the delegates pledged 
to him during his abortive run at the 
nomination to vote for Carter on the first 
ballot. 
As for the speech the Georgian will 
make Thursday night to climax the 
quadrennial gathering, aides indicated it 
will consist largely of an opening shot at 
the Republicans 
One aide said it also will be aimed at 
dispelling charges of “fuzziness’’ by 
Carter on major issues facing the nation.

Europe leaders 
declare war 
on terrorism 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (UPI) - Euro­ 
pean heads of government agreed today 
to wage war on international terrorism 
and to make Europe an unsafe place for 
hijackers and kidnapers 


They said they will instruct justice 
ministers to draw up a convention mak­ 
ing prosecution or extradition of 
terrorists mandatory In all countries of 
the Common Market. 


The ministers earlier approved a for­ 
mula that would allow citizens across the 
continent to vote directly tor a mul­ 
tinational Parliament in 1978 — a move 
that has helped revise the dream of a 
United Europe. 


West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt said the ministers, meeting at 
one of their thrice-yearly summits, to­ 
day unanimously condemned the prac­ 
tice of taking hostages. 


The ministers said they would try to 
extend the process of automatic trial or 
extradition to other parts of the world 
through international agreements.

To sustain its city subsidy. LEDA has been asked to present plans for enticing in­ 
dustry into the Lompoc Valley at a yet unscheduled July meeting between the LEDA 
Board of Directors and City Council and then in late September, justify to council its 
need for $20,000 of the city’s bankroll 
Last year, LEDA worked with a $28,500 budget, according to Executive Direct» 
Charles Carmichael Carmichael broke expenditures down into three categories — 
labor, prospect development and office expenses 
The largest slice of the budget went to labor Carmichael’s estimated $11,000 an­ 
nual salary and a part-time secretary ’s almost $5,000 pay combined for almost 56 per 
cent of the budget. 
The next biggest expenditure was for prospect development at nearly $10,000 or 36 
per cent. This category includes advertising, entertainment, travel, telephone and 
mailing costs, with the latter two the bulk of the amount, according to Carmichael 
The rest of the money, around $2,500, or nine per cent, goes for rent and other office 
expenses. 
And for this, it is generally accepted that LEDA has been unsuccessful in its short 
five-year duration.

“There haven’t been any visible results,” admitted LEDA President Lloyd spear, 
“but I think it (LEDA) has been successful from the standpoint of effort ’ 
The “effort” of LEDA has been forced to be two-fold, according to Carmichael. 


“ Although our primary objective,” explained the executive director, “is to try to 
contact people who will be interested in expanding or locating in the valley, we also 
have to interest people In building some buildings or developing land so they will 
come in/*

Carmichael said LEDA originally relied heavily upon national advertising in at­ 
tempts to bring industry to the valley. Eventually, he said these costs became

William Parsons said “major com­ 
ponents ’ need to be filled in before the 
entire budget picture as to revenue es­ 
timates is filled in. 
Major anticipated revenue 
figures 
regarding Federal and State contrtbu 
tions. plus higher charges for county ser­ 
vices that have been adopted, must still 
be refined, Parsons declared following 
the board’s action 
Parsons said he couldn’t narrow down 


the earlier prediction of retiring Auditor 
Controller Paul Floyd that the Ux cut 
could be in the area of “between 20 and 
30 cents” as applied to the current $3.31 
rate per $100 of assessed valuation 
The general government budget as 
adopted includes the general fund, tran­ 
sportation fund, petroleum fund and 
revenue-sharing, said Parsons. 
It does not include special district 
budgets which totaled some $13 million 
in the past year. 
The countywide budget of the previous 
year totaled $86 6 million. Although the 
1976- 77 budget is higher, Floyd, who left 
his county position July 12, explained 
that a tax cut was likely due to a large 
amount of carryover funds, and ap­ 
propriation slashes by the supervisors at 
budget hearings in June, along with other

U.S. beefs 
up forces 
off Africa 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A second 
long-range Navy patrol plane was on its 
way to east Africa today, a further 
indication of U.S. concern over the in­ 
creasing tensions between Kenya and 
Uganda. 
A six-ship task force headed by the air­ 
craft carrier USS Ranger was in the In­ 
dian Ocean, headed toward the African 
coast. The frigate USS Beary was in 
Mombasa, Kenya, on what State Depart­ 
ment officials described Monday as a 
routine goodwill mission. 
A Pentagon spokesman said a P3 Orion 
antisubmarine patrol aircraft based in 
Hawaii was in Nairobi. They said 
another soon will arrive and that the two 
planes will conduct antisubmarine 
patrols in support of the 7th Fleet ships. 


The plane and ship movements, as well 
as the proposed sale of 12 F5E fighter 
planes to Kenya for $70 million, come at 
a time when Kenya and Uganda are 
trading increasingly heated charges. 


U S officials said the language has 
become noticeably more violent in the 
last week, but it continues a pattern that 
has been going on for five months. 


In February. Uganda’s President Mi 
Amin said in a speech that a large por­ 
tion of what is now Kenya is traditionally 
Ugandan territory and described himself 
as “the grandfather of all the tribes in 
that area ' 


Kenya reacted with a series of 
demonstrations and repeated charge* 
that Amin has been arresting, beating 
and killing Kenyan citizens in Uganda 


Tensions went up further on July 3 
when Israeli planes bringing rescued 
hostages out of Uganda refueled at 
Nairobi airport. 


On Monday, radio stations in Uganda 
and Kenya, in broadcasts monitored in 
Washington, accused the other side of 
building troop concentrations on the 
border Both sides denied the other's 
charges 


At s news conference Saturday to 
Washington, Secretory of Stole Henry 
Kissinger said, “One has to keep in mind 
that Kenya is surrounded by neighbors 
heavily armed by Communist nations, 
that Kenya has been a country that has 
pursued a very moderate policy ... and It 
is the direction in which we would hope 
countries in other parts of Africa would 
also evolve.“

Pay hike denied 
elected officials

The county’s seven elected department heads 
suffered a setback Monday when a recommen­ 
dation to award them a 3 per cent salary boost — 
the same as that received by most other county 
employes — fell short of getting a majority vote 
of the Board of Supervisors 
The board — with two members absent — 
voted 2-1 in favor of the increase. 
But acting chairman Harrell Fletcher’s 
negative vote resulted in the defeat of the mo­ 
tion by Supervisor Robert E. Kallman. Super­ 
visor James M. Slater also voted for the in­ 
crease. 
However. County Department Heads Assn. 
president William Cook, county assessor, in­ 
dicated another move to put through the in­ 
crease would be made when there was a full 
five-man board present. 
Board chairman Frank J. Frost is on vacation 
and Supervisor Francis H. Beattie was 
hospitalized Monday. 
The new raises as recommended by County 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
left out the five county supervisors. This was 
done “deliberately,” Supervisor Kallman men­ 
tioned. Both Kallman and Frost last year had 
refused to accept S per cent raises granted to 
county supervisors and most other county 
employes, saying they would turn the amount of 
the raises to worthy causes in the community. 
Meanwhile, the supervisors acknowledged 
that the 1975-76 County Grand Jury, which 


ended its work June 30, is recommending the 
new Grand Jury look into salaries for the super­ 
visors, who are now in the position of giving 
themsleves pay booets annually. 
Fletcher said he “would feel better” under 
such a procedure, and Kallman declared that 
other elected county officials might well be 
placed in the same category. 
When pay boosts for the seven elected officials 
came up for discussion, opposition erupted. Tax- 
Action Assn. representatives Irma Saunders and 
Paul Bundy expressed objections, with Bundy 
saying he felt no county employe getting over 
$25,000 should get a raise at this time when "peo­ 
ple are having to give up their homes” due to 
high property assessments. 
Alberta Morgan of Lompoc, unsuccessful can­ 
didate for Fourth District supervisor, said she 
also was opposed There was no comment from 
the County Taxpayers’ Assn. spokesman, Chet 
Knutila 
Johnson said the 3 per cent pay boosts, if ap­ 
proved, would amount to a total of about $6,000 
for a full year. The proposal would have given 
the following elected department heads the 
following annual salaries: County Assessor 
William Cook, $29,205; Auditor-Controller 
William Parsons, $30,698; Clerk-Recorder 
Howard Menzel, 
$29,068; District Attorney 
Stanley Roden, $36,371; Sheriff-Coroner John W. 
Carpenter, $30,698; Tax Collector J. Newton 
Blanchard, $25,910, and Treasurer Glen W. 
Neikirk. $25,910. 
Supervisors vote to leave 
9 on planning commission 


County supervisors agreed 
Monday to allow the Planning 
Commission membership to re­ 
main at nine until early 
February at least, and give the 
new county board which takes 
over Jan. 3 an extra month to 
determine the future size of the 
commission. 
The new plan advanced by 
Supervisor James M. Slater 
met with approval of the three 
supervisors present, and came 
after a plea by former Planning 
Commission member Robert C. 
Liiley to rescind the board’s 
previous action to reduce the 
membership from nine to five 
as of Jan. 3, 1977. 
Lilley said he felt five 
members on the commission 
would not save the county 
money in the long run and could 
work to the disadvantage of 
commissioners attempting to 
do field work at their own ex­ 
pense in large districts such as 
his Fourth District. The result 


could be having to hire more 
planning staff, he felt. 
Lilley declared he thought the 
board should either permit the 
commission to operate with 
nine members or add a 10th 
member as provided by new 
state legislation to permit 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
to have two appointees the 
same as the other board 
members. 
Membership of the county 
board will change radically in 
the wake of the November elec­ 
tion.

During Carmichale’s two- 
year reign as LEDA executive 
director he said the association 
has.“decided to take a rifle-shot 
approach at industries in the 
Los Angeles basin.” 


Although he said they had 
“difficulty locating LA in­ 
dustries which were outgrowing 
their facilities and weren’t 
economically bound there, the 
association felt there were a 
large number of industries 
which did want to escape the 
high crime rates, pollution ami 
congestion.” 


Within the last year, Car­ 
michael said LEDA has con­ 
tacted all the industrial 
Realtors within the LA basin 
making them aware of Lom­ 
poc’s desire to add industry to 
the valley. As an incentive, 
LEDA advertises a finder’s fee 
from $1,000 to $4,000 to in­ 
dustrial Realtors depending on 
the employe needs of an in­ 
dustry they might direct to 
Lompoc. 


Through Lompoc businesses’ 
correspondence with other 
areas. Carmichael said LEDA 
has been sending a flyer adver­ 
tising the industrial oppor­ 
tunities of the valley. 
Most recently, LEDA has 
developed another approach. 


“We started a new program 
through business information 
systems.” said Carmichael. 
They provide us with the names 
of over 30,000 business listings.' 
We in turn select those that ap­ 
pear to be of interest to us and 


then we’ll write them a letter 
just in the blind. We are just 
now getting this program 
started." 
Carmichael said people in the 
community also have furnished 
some “very good leads.” 


Besides courting industrial 
investors, Carmichael spends a 
big chunk of his day trying to 
drum up. facilities for in­ 
terested investors. 
“A good 50 per cent or more 
of my time,” Carmichael said, 
“is working to get facilities 
built. In the last 10 years, ,we 
have gotten a good $100,000 
worth of facilities built in this 
community and yet we’re at a 
zero vacancy factor and have 
been for years.” 
Carmichael indicated the 
solution to the space crunch 
might be in federal or state as­ 
sistance. After being stymied at 
first in his pursuit of grants, he 
said prospects for outside aid 
now look good. 
“In January. Santa Barbara 
County was one of only two 
counties in California not cer­ 
tified as available for federal 
funds,” explained Carmichael. 
He said he further in­ 
vestigated the situation with 
the U.S. Department of Labor 
and U.S. Department of Com­ 
merce. neither of which could 
provide “an adequate explana­ 
tion as to why the county hadn’t 
been certified.” However, he 
noted the county now has been 
certified as eligible

B EIR U T , Lebanon (U P I) — Palestinians and leftists charged 
that Syrian troops, defying a withdrawal agreement, today invaded 
the ancient city of Baalbek and battled defenders with tanks and 
artillery through city streets and squares. 
A Palestinian spokesman said an estimated 1,000 Syrian in­ 
fantrymen, backed by tanks, artillery and armored vehicles, 
stormed the ancient gates of the leftist-held city in east Lebanon in 
mid-afternoon. 
“ Heavy fighting is raging inside the city between the invaders 
and the defenders who are bravely resisting the Syrian advance 
despite suffering extrem ely heavy casualties in their desperate at­ 
tempt to keep the city,” the spokesman said. 


The spokeman for the Palestine Liberation Organization said 
casualties in Baalbek, one of the last leftist strongholds in the 
Bekaa region, were believed to “ number in the hundreds,” but 
with communications between Beirut and the besieged city cut, no 
confirmation or further details could be obtained. 


The report came in the face of earlier leftist reports that Syria, 
under Soviet and Arab pressure, finally had agreed to pull back its 
forces from siege positions around the leftist citadels of Sidon in 


the south and Tripoli in the north add from the mountain resort at 
Sofar, 15 miles northeast of Beirut. 
Elsewhere in Lebanon, Christian forces continued their advance 
on Tripoli and a 22-day siege of the Tal Zaatar Palestinian refugee 
camp in Beirut. 
Baalbek, which means “ city of the sun” in Greek, is the site of 
ruins of Roman temples to Jupiter and Bacchus built in the 3rd 
century A.D. 
In peacetime one of Lebanon’s biggest tourist attractions, it is 
located 55 miles northeast of Beirut in the Bekaa Valley, where the 
bulk of Syria’s estimated 15,000 troops in Lebanon are stationed. 
According to the PLO spokesman, Syria’s pledge to withdraw its 
troops into the eastern fringes of Lebanon within 24 hours was ob­ 
tained by Libyan Prem ier Abdel Salam Jalloud Monday night. 
Jalloud, the spokesman said, threatened to drop his mediation ef­ 
forts, return to Libya and denounce the Syrians for what the lef­ 
tists charge is Damascus’ openly one-sided intervention in 
Lebanon on the side of the Christians. 
The PLO spokesman said today, however, there were as yet no 
Syrian withdrawals from any of their positions and “ absolutely no 
sign that they intend to withdraw.”

Motive sought in 
campus shootings 


FU LLERTO N , Calif. (U P I) 
— Police today are looking for a 
motive in the random shooting 
by a college jan ito r, who 
allegedly stalked the school 
library with a rifle , killing 
seven and wounding two. 
The victim s "w ere just drop­ 
ped in their tracks with Pepsi 
cans and papers in th eir 
hands,” said Param edic Capt. 
Carmon Johnson, one of the 
first on the scene Monday. 


“ I looked down a long 
hallway and saw bullet shells 
and bodies from h e ll to 
breakfast. It looked like Viet­ 
nam.” 
The alleged gunman, Edward 
Charles Allaway. 37, surren­ 
dered after telephoning police 
from a nearby motel, where his 


estranged wife. Bonnie 22, is a 
part-time waitress. Identifying 
himself as “ the man who did 
the shooting,” he told them 
‘ come and get me.” 


A 22 caliber rifle was found 
in his car. 
Fellow workers, who de­ 
scribed Allaway as a loner, said 


he had ben troubled recently by 
a separation from his wife. 
Librarian Essie Easter said she 


heard the riflem an say, as he 
cut down one fleeing figure 
after another, ” I ’m going to k ill 
all these SOBs for messing 
around with my w ife.” 


The shooting broke out at 
California State University at 
Fu lle rto n ju st before the 
library was to open for the day. 
Some workers apparently were 


shot before they realized what 
was happening. Others stood in 
shocked terror as the guman 
blazed his way through the 
building in a five-m inute 
fusillade 


“ At first I thought it was 
firecrackers," said library em­ 
ploye Gloria Amador. “ Then I 
heard someone scream ’He shot 
her — he really shot her ’” 


Donald Keran, 55. and M ay­ 
nard Hoffman, 64, Allaw ay’s 
boss as supervisor of custodial 
services, were in critical but 
stable condition today at St.

amounted to his last hurrah of 
the 1976 presidential campaign. 


Brown, whose name w ill be 
placed in nomination Wednes­ 
day night by farm worker union 
leader Cesar Chavez, termed 
himself "somewhat concerned 
by the notion that any smidgeon 
of discussion is somehow an of­ 
fense against unity.” 


The Carter contingent on 
Brown’s home state delegation, 
and even some Brown delega­ 
tes, urged that he keep his 
name out of nomination in-the 
interest of hard-sought party 
unity. 


“ Candidates take opponents 
seriously,” remarked Califor­ 
nia Senate leader Jam es R. 
M ills, a Brown supporter, to 
reporters. “ Je rry Brown hangs 
on at a time when it is hopeless 
against a man who probably is 
gong to be the next president of 
United States.” 


Brown repeatedly insisted in 
interviews that the convention 
was intended not only to 
nominate the party’s candidate, 
but also to “ focus on where this 
country ought to go in the next 
four years.” He said he would 
“ contribute” by continuing to 


speak out on such issues as 
rebuilding city slums, preserv­ 
ing natural resources and 
providing jobs. 
Brown ended any suspense 
Monday about challenging Cart­ 
er in a convention floor show 
down by telling a lustily cheer­ 
ing California delegation that 
“ you’re going to have an oppor­ 
tunity to vote for me on a roll 
call come Wednesday night.” 
At the same time he con­ 
firmed that Chavez, his long­ 
tim e p o litical a lly , would 
nominate him and that Yvonne 
Brathw aite Burke, a black 
California congresswoman, and 
Louisiana Gov Edwin Edwards 
w ould 
g ive 
su p p o rtin g 
speeches. 
But over in the Louisiana 
delegation, Edwards disregard­ 
ed appeals to unify behind 
Carter and said he would keep 


the 16 delegates he controls 
committed to Brown. 
Edwards asserted the first 
term California governor more 
nearly than Carter “ fills a 
response to major needs of my 
state and my nation. The nation 
has problems that can’t be 
whisked away by a smile or 
honeyed words.” 


The convention rules provide 
that Brown still could allow his 
delegates to switch their votes 
to Carter after they cast them 
but before the result was of­ 
ficially announced This would 
give the satisfaction of nomina­ 
tion by acclamation. 


Brown said he had no plans to 
address the convention but 
would campaign hard for the 
Democratic nominee in the fall 
“ and that appears to be Mr. 
Carter.”

As of Saturday the 
storage behind the dam 
amounted to 158,800 acre feet. 
Elevation of the water was 
733 85 feet and the crest of the 
lake was 16.15 feet below the 
spillway. 
Average elevation of the lake 
at this time of the year, Boyd 
noted, over the 17-yeer period 
which includes 1973, 74 and 75 
when Cachuma spilled for three 
straight years, has been 740.04 
feet.

The year 
1972 marked the time, too, 
when the lake was 40,230 acre 
feet below average 
Boyd expressed little concern 
that Cachuma would be unable 
to provide a supplemental 
source of water for the Santa 
Ynez Valley, the City of Santa 
Barbara and South Coast dis­ 
tricts despite the recently 
ended 1975-76 rainy season 
which brought an even 10 
inches to the valley area 
At the present time 28,700 
acre-feet of water is being sold 
annually under contract to the 
various districts. An additional 
several thousand acre feet of 
surplus water is also going to 
the districts 
An additional several thou­ 
sand acre feet of surplus water 
is also gong to the districts. 
The lake was hard hit by the 
June heat wave. Because of 
evaporation, 600-acre feet of 
water was lost during the seven 


day period from June 22-28. 
Thus far in July the average 
daily depletion due to evapora­ 
tion has been 58 acre-feet. 
Cachuma was completed in 
1963 by the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation as a rock and 
earth filled reservoir. It is 206 
feet above the Santa Ynez 
River streambed and covers 
3,000 acres. The crest of the 
dam is 2.976 feet long and 40 
feet wide. The dam was 
dedicated in honor of the late 
County Supervisor C W (Brad) 
Bradbury who was instrumen­ 
tal in initiating the project on 
Oct. 23. 1971. 
Boyd was not unduly con­ 
cerned with the ability of 
Cachuma to meet its sup­ 
plemental water obligations to 
district purchasers. The reser­ 
voir was constructed to provide 
a supply of water during a dry 
period covering seven years 
Since its completion, waters 
of Cachuma have gone over the 
gleaming spillway eight times. 
Spills were recorded April 13, 
1958; Feb 23. 1959; Feb. 23. 


1962: Jan. 22, 1967; Jan. 25, 
1969; March 7, 1973; March 9, 
1974 and March 9.1975. Ironical­ 
ly four of the spills occurred on 
the same days in different 
years 
Although the waters of the 
lake have receded somewhat to 
reveal shrinking shorelines 
along coves and inlets, the lake 
area continues to be one of the 
top outdoor attractions in 
Southern California. 
The largest man-made fresh 
water lake in the southern part 
of the state, its giant recreation 
park area is filled to capacity 
every weekend with campers 
and day use is also at an all- 
time high. 
Lines of campers and trailers 
waited Saturday morning in an 
area near the main entrance 
gate to await vacancies on the 
campgrounds and to enter the 
park. All of the park’s 420 
regular and 60 overflow camp­ 
sites were taken as early as Last 
Friday and new arrivals were 
only permitted to enter when a 
campsite was given up.

Rod Carew has it made. He’s solidly established as one of 
baseball’s superstars, his salary runs to six figures a year 
and, as a five-time batting champion of the American 
League, his name and face are familiar in cities of both 
leagues, and people make frequent demands on his time. 
Butch Wynegar doesn’t have that problem yet. He’s only 
a new kid on the block, he’s hardly known in any of the cities 
he visits and nobody’s pressing him for his attention or his

It was a spectacular night for champs, for even ex­ 
champions are always called “ champ.” Just as ex-emperors 
are always known as **emp,” or ought to be. It is more than a 
courtesy, it is deserved homage to a past, but nonetheless ul­ 
timate achievement. 
Jersey Joe Walcott and Joe Louis and Jack Dempsey were 
there, all former heavyweight title-holders, all called 
’champ.” Rocky Graziano was there, the former mid­ 
dleweight king. He held the title only for a few months in 
1947, between losses to Tony Zale. 
When Graziano entered the ring before the fight, he daz­ 
zled the joint with a sports jacket that could have been made 
from all 51 Baskin-Robbins flavors. “ Wow, Rock,” fans ex­ 
claimed. “ Lookin’ good. Champ!” 
Toots Shor and Jack Dempsey came to the fight together. 
Each is in his 80s and rather saggy around the gills. Each 
must use a cane. Toots like Demspsey was a champ — cham­ 
pion nightclub owner. 
Before the fight, a young man told a friend, “ I’ve got to 
shake Jack Dempsey’s hand.” He walked over, shook hands, 
returned and said, “ Now I can tell my grandchildren that I 
shook the hand of the champ.” The friend snorted, “ What 
champ? You shook hands with Toots Shor.” 
Norman Mailer was there, too. Some call him the 
Heavyweight Champion of the “Word” . Others say, “ Ex” , 
or “ aging challenger.” They’ve been waiting 30 years for 
him to write a novel to top his “The Naked and the Dead.”

Mailer’s hair now is nearly all white. He was accompany­ 
ing a tall toothsome young woman, red-haired and wrathlike 
who would be fitting for the entourage of a current champ 
When he noticed Joe Louis, Mailer recalled the de facto 
end of Louis’s career. “ I was there the night Rocky Mar­ 
ciano knocked Joe out,” said Mailer. “ Joe looked dead on his 
feet for the whole fight. It was strange because he had looked 
his best in training camp.” 
Owners, players agree North stars 
on new reserve clause plug holes 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - A com­ 
promise agreement on the hotly disputed 
reserve clause has resolved a conflict 
that threatened to rain chaos on major 
league baseball. 
Under the agreement readied between 
player representatives and owners, 
players would bind themselves to their 
teams for six years, plus a one-year op­ 
tion. That clause removed the biggest ob­ 
stacle that had stalemated negotiations 
since the players’ contract expired last 
Dec. 31. 
In exchange for their compromise on 
the reserve clause, the players would 
win a substantial increase in their pen­ 
sion funds and a higher minimum salary. 
The 24 play«’ representatives im­ 
mediately ratified the new four-year 
agreement, reached late Sunday.

Neither Kuhn nor Miller would release 
details, pending ratification, but UPI 
learned the four-year pact calls for an in­ 
crease in the pension fund from 18.86 
million to 88.3 million 
The agreement also will Increase the 
minimum salary from $17,000 to $18,000 
the first year of the pact. The mini 
mums go up a thousand dollars for each 
of the next three years — $19,000 in the 
second year, $20,000 in the third and 
$21,000 in the fourth. 
It also would allow anyone, who has 
signed a contract for the 197$ season, the 
option of not signing a contract next 
year

time. 
Right now, Wynegar is drawing the minimum salary from 
the Twins and he’s tickled with it because he has been up less 
than five months.

Elizabeth Taylor was at ringside. She had held the title of 
Beauty Champeen of the World, and some may still lay 
claim to it — but not in very many states anymore.

In the crush outside Fraziers’ dressing room afterward, 
his slim 13-year-oid daughter Weatta slipped through the 
crowd to the closed door. She was crying. She was about to 
enter past the guard when a friend said, “ Wipe your tears, 
honey, your daddy don’t want to see you sad.” 
She came back out shortly, her eyes dry. A reporter asked 
what her father had said. “ He told me to go to the party, to 
boogie on down.” 
Frazier planned, as most in the crowd had gathered, that if 
he lost it would be his last fight. One of his trainers outside 
the d o « now said, “ We want Joe to go out with all his mar­ 
bles and that’s what he still got.” Besides his marbles, he’s 
got estmated assets of $2.5 million. 
After nearly an hour of patchwork on his countenance, 
Frazier emerged in dark suit and florid sport-shirt to bold his 
last press conference as a fighter. His head, shaved bald as a 
brass knob before the fight, gleamed in the lights of the pas­ 
sageway under the stands. His head sparkled as if he were 
wearing a crown. 
As he walked through the emptied, quiet vast arena to the 
. press area, a young fan called, “ Go get 'em, champ.” 
Although Frasier didn’t acknowledge it, he hears it — as he 
will all the rest of his days.

CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - The red, 
white and blue flag of Taiwan fluttered 
over the New Hampshire Statehouse to­ 
day in protest to Canada’s refusal to let 
the tiny country participate in the Olym­ 
pics as the Republic of China. 
It seemed likely to stay there for 
awhile. 
Gov. Meldrim Thomson told the 
Taiwanese athletes Monday, “ The flag 
will fly until we hear these athletes are 
accepted to compete at Montreal, or if 
they are not accepted, the flag will fly 
throughout the Olympics.” 
The governor asked President Ford 
and Congress to press Canada to let the 
Taiwanese compete as the Republic of 
China.

Carter: piety to politics 


NEW YORK - In the smoke-filled 
backrooms, the hard-bitten political 
veterans don’t quite know how to take 
the two evangelists who are dominating 
the Democratic convention. 
Jimmy Carter Is an unabashed, born- 
again Southern Baptist, who has brought 
piety to politics. His most outspoken 
critic, 
California’s 
G o v ern o r 
J e r r y 
Brown, who studied to 
becom e a J e s u i t 
priest, would like to 
impose poverty vows 
upon the government. 
The politicians in 
the backrooms, skep­ 
tical by nature, find it 
hard to swallow aU 
this sanctimony. But 
they aren’t quite sure 
where the Pied Piping 
ends and the plain 
politicking begins. 
Those who have rubbed Carter the 
wrong way have noticed that the engag­ 
ing smile quftkly fades and a cold glint IS 
detectable in his eyes. And those who 
have gained entree to his strategy ses­ 
sions report that he drops the apostolic 
approach and gets down to brass-tacks 
politics. 
As one source close to Carter put it: 
"When Jimmy Carter talks about the 
Catholic bloc or the Jewish bloc, he is in­ 
terested in their votes, not their souls.’’ 
Sources who have sat in on Jerry 
Brown’s strategy sessions describe him, 
too, as a skillful, sagacious politician. 
Back in Sacramento, they have heard 
him discuss his "formula” for wooing 
liberals and conservatives at the same 
Ume. 
He would “ appoint women and 
minorities to high governmental posts," 
our sources recall his saying. "This 
should get excellent press play and win 
the support of women and minorities.” 
Simultaneously, he would court the 
conservatives, he said, by implementing 
"a program of fiscal conservatism and 
cutting welfare expenditures." It was a 
formula, our sources pointed out, that 
produced precisely the results he 
predicted. 
Brown also has a reputation as a tax 
reformer and champion of the poor. But 
in the backrooms, sources remember his 
counseling: "The people who would 
benefit from tax reforms don’t unders­ 
tand or appreciate what you’re giving 
them, but the people who have their 
taxes raised know exactly what they’re 
losing and will scream." 
Yet for every cynic, there are a down 
who will attest to the sincerity and 
idealism of both Carter and Brown. 
Declares an associate who knows 
Carter well: "Jimmy is basically a sim- 
B 


i man, a man of character, who 
lieves in God and isn’t ashamed to say 
so." 
Other intimates agree that Carter is 
acutely conscious of the need to revive 
the old American values and to restore 
public confidence in the government. He 
sees himself as an instrument, they say, 
for lifting the spirits and bolstering the 
faith of the American people. 
Those who know Brown contend that 
he, too, is a man of character and convic­ 
tion. He sleeps on a mattress on the floor 
of a $250-a-month apartment and rides 
around in a lowly Plymouth. This is no 
political gimmick, they say. 
"When Jerry took vows of poverty,” in­ 
sists one intimate, "he meant it.” Brown 
is equally sincere, say others, about im­ 
posing his own thriftiness on the govern­ 
ment. "He really believes that the 
American people must become less 
profligate,” says an associate. At the 
same time, Brown’s supporters can tick 
off the programs he has pushed to im­ 
prove the lot of the underprivileged 
Sums up his father, Pat Brown, 
himself a former California governor: 
"Life to Jerry is very interesting and 
very stimulating. He isn’t like his father, 
who was driving and pushing aU the time 
in pursuit of his ambitions ” 


FORGOTTEN MAN - Shunted into 
the shadows of Madison Square Garden 
is the hero of the 1972 convention and the 
victim of the Watergate tactics four 
years sgo. Sen George McGovern, D - 
S.D., who won the Democratic nomina­ 
tion last time, has had four years to 
reflect why he lost the election. He set 
down some of his private thoughts the 
other day In a letter to a friend. 


"When I read about the current display 
of unity around Governor (Jimmy) 
Carter,” wrote McGovern, "I think how 
deeply we wanted to achieve the same 
attitude four years ago... Having won the 
nomination fairly and squarely, it was 
my fervent hope that we would have a 
few weeks time prior to the national con­ 
vention to heal the wounds opened in that 
nomination effort. 
"Regrettably, all the other candidates 
and some of the nation’s top labor 
leaders joined in an effort to block my 
nomination in Miami... A challenge was 
mounted to deny the winner-take-all 
California primary results which we had 
won. This meant that instead of a month 
of unifying efforts on my part, when I 
could visit with the defeated candidates, 
labor leaders and others, we had to fight 
for our lives right up until the moment of 
my nomination in Miami..." 
"It was during this time of bitterness 
and confusion," reflected McGovern,

"that we were denied the opportunity 
for the kind of healing that is now going 
on in the Democratic Party. It also 
deprived us of an opportunity to think 
quietly about the vice presidential selec­ 
tion, to interview the various candidates 
in advance and to check carefully on 
their backgrounds and acceptability.” 
He singled out Sen. Ed Muskie, D.-Me. 
“ Two days after the California 
primary,” wrote McGovern, "I met with 
Senator Muskie, who had been the early 
front-runner for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion and urged him to support me for the 
nomination. I also asked him if he would 
be available to be my running mate. 
"He seemed to lean in the direction of 
an endorsement at that time and did not 
reject the vice presidential inquiry .. But 
to my surprise, the next day hie joined in 
the California challenge and became an 
active participant in the move to block 
my nomination.” 


Remembering a 


good person 


The recent death of Carlisle A. Stadley 
was a shock to my wife and myself, 
because we had talked briefly with him a 
few days earlier as we met in the 
market. As a matter of fact, the last few 
times I had seen him, was in a market. 
All that may or may not have been 
symbolic because Mr. Stadley was a 
longtime grocery 
store operator in Lom­ 
poc. 
But Stadley was 
much more to the city 
In his 47 years here. It 
was one of those unfor­ 
tunate circumstances 
that resulted in much 
of this being omitted 
from the obituary 
published in the 
Record. 
Stadley was a Lom­ 
poc city councilman 
from 1944 to 1948 and was mayor from 
1946 to 1948 He was appointed to the city 
planning commission in October 1987 and 
served in that capacity until the end of 
June 1988 
It was as a planning commissioner that 
I first met him. The Proctors arrived in 
Lompoc in 1987. Just about the time he 
was beginning his duties on that impor­ 
tant body. 
Old-timers tell me that Stadley 
operated a grocery store and service sta­ 
tion at I Street and Cypress Avenue 
beginning in the early or mid 1930s 
Later he moved his store to a location 
now occupied by Astro Printers on I 
Street near Ocean Avenue. Finally in the 
1966s. according to my informants, he 
moved his store to the 800 block of North 
H Street. The store was located on the 
east side of the street on a site now oc­ 
cupied by a restaurant 
My wife and I would often go into the 
Stadley Market for some hard to find 
item or because we could get in and out 
fast in contrast to the time it took to shop 
for an item or two in the larger markets 
And I don’t think we ever went in, that 
we didn’t find Carlisle there, working at 
the check-out stand He was always 
friendly, over and above what seemed 
called for in the normal grocer-customer 
relationship. When he finally sold out 
and gave way to other developments, I 
remember feeling a loss That was a 
good little store to go to.

It may have 
been by the skin of our 
teeth, which was the 
theme of Thornton 
Wilder’s play on bow 
Homo sapiens came 
through much greater 
obstacles such as the 
ice age and the tricky 
business of keeping 
out of the way of the 
dinosaurs. 
Let it be added that hoopla is an unfair 
generalization for the manifold celebra­ 
tions going forward ih every hamlet and 
crossroads around the country. A great 
many people have put tremendous 
energy and effort into these celebrations 
in response to deep-seated feelings of 
gratitude for what is right about 
America. They’ve been reading a lot 
about what is wrong and that is a big beef 
against the press. 
Certain celebrations on the spec­ 
tacular side have called for extraor­ 
dinary efforts and widespread coopera­ 
tion from other nations. Foremost is the 
parade of the tall ships, the square 
riggers, reminders of the heroic past, 
survivors, too, but more than that with 
their crews learning what sail means. 
The organizers could put together the 
flotilla, but they couldn’t supply the 
weather and they were praying for a 
good wind and enough sun. 
What of the next 200 years? Even to 
raise that question in this presidential 
year is to suggest the daunting task fac­ 
ing the chief executive after January. 
. Even in the celebrant mood of this 
greatest of July Fourths, doubt about the 
! future persists/ 
With roughly one-third of the 
American people living at or below the 
poverty line — $5,000 a year for a family 
— it is idle to talk about the ending of the 
recession. The affluent two-thirds, or a 
large proportion, are beginning to feel 
the happy effects of recovery. 
This is showing in a variety of ways. 
New cars are selling and big cars with 
the promise of a 10-million-car year, far 
in excess of the past two years. Spen­ 
dable income is sharply up, for those for­ 
tunate enough to have an income base 
that survived the recession. 
But a newly elected President cannot 
conceal the fact that we are becoming 
two nations and that those two separate 
nations have very little contact one with 
the other. 
In Chicago not long ago in a torrential 
downpour motorists were forced off the 
freeway and into side streets. There they 


were attacked by ghetto dwellers with at 
least one dead, a number injured and 
cars heavily damaged. It was as though 
the dwellers in the affluent nation had 
unwittingly invaded the province of the 
other nation and had been set upon for 
trespassing on the domain of poverty and 
despair. 
In the nation’s capital a survey has just 
shown that in the bleakest of the city’s 
ghettos the never-ending concern is for 
survival. At least 29 per cent of those liv­ 
ing in the ghetto areas — population 
about 200,000 — are unemployed with 
only 13 per cent on welfare and three per 
cent receiving unemployment compensa­ 
tion. 
But for this one weekend, this glorious 
Fourth commemorating the 200th an­ 
niversary of the revolutionary words of 
the Declaration of Independence, we can 
rejoice; we can believe that the future 
will show the way to a more equitable 
distribution of the nation’s wealth with 
the barriers between the two nations 
broken down. 
It is a time to remember those Fourth 


of Julys of long ago in a town in Iowa on 
the Mississippi River that still had an 
echo of the river Mark Twain knew. Up 
at dawn to set off the first medium-size 
firecrackers, the big ones later, my 
father anxiously overseeing the process, 
suggesting we had better not go near the 
house three or four doors away where a 
neighbor was firing off a cannon with a 
blast that rattled the windows. 


Putting out the flag was the next order. 
Ours was a huge flag of which we were 
inordinately proud and suspending it 
from an attic window to the tallest 
maple was no easy task. 


After breakfast Dad read aloud that 
piece of classic American humor "The 
Peterkins’ Fourth of July,” and we all 
went back to the business of the day 
which was setting off more noise-makers 
and waiting for the climax, the night 
works, to come when darkness fell. 
It was an innocent time, or so it seems 
in retrospect. And if the clouds on the 
distant horizon foretold the tests ahead, 
we gave it not a thought.
